The civil service laws of Great Britain 
are rigidly enforced. Civil servants ob­ 
tain their positions by merit after ex­ 
amination, and retain their places dur­ 
ing good behavior if competent, says the 
Philadelphia Ledger. The incoming of 
the new liberal government in England 
nill not disturb a single postmaster in 
the Lnited Kingdom. The vast army of 
clerks, subordinates and under officials 
of all kinds will scarcely be aware of 
the fact that there is a change of ad­ 
ministration. There are a certain num 
ber of higher officials whose posts are 
properly considered political, inasmuch 
as they are intrusted with the duty of 
carrying out a liberal and consents 
tlve policy; but the mass of officeholders 
are secure in their positions, and so well 
fixed is the policy of maintaining a per­ 
manent force of trained officials that 
the removal of ordinary civil servants 
for political reasons would be left by the 
people generally to be a violent and un­ 
justifiable act which would react with 
terrible force upon the ministry. 
It is not to be supposed that the Eng­ 
lish, because of this admirable system, 
have been elevated into a rarefied atmos-' 
phere where partisanship has been ban­ 
ished, or that party zeal is not rewarded. 
In addition to the 45 leading officials of 
a political character, with an annual sal­ 
ary list of $786,000. who step “down and 
out ’ with a change of ministry, each 
government during its term of life fills 
a large number ot vacancies caused by 
deaths, resignations, disability and re 
moval for incompetence. Naturally the 
ministry in power gives the places, as a 
rule, to members of its own party. Dur­ 
ing the ten years of recent conservative 
rule the conservative party has had the 
appointment of 35 judges in the United 
Kingdom, with aggregate salaries of 
$1,160,000 a year, in addition to an army 
of recorders, clerks, minor magistrates 
Many of the appointees 
were conservatives, but the liberal gov­ 
ernment will not touch a man of them 
for political reasons^ 
The colonial service, with its 23 vice­ 
roys, governors and commissioners, af­ 
fords rich patronage, and a ministry is 
always reluctant to give up its power 
and resign unless compelled to do so. be­ 
cause it wishes to protect the political 
officials in office and their personal ap­ 
pointees, who lose office with them; but 
the great army of civil employes are di­ 
vorced from politics and are sate. Inter­ 
est in politics in England is nevertheless 
very acute, and the administration of 
justice and of the several departments 
of the government is quite as efficient as 
our own.

Guthrie, Ok., April 12.—A. H. 
Manning and J. Bramah of San 
Francisco have secured a charter 
here for the Royal Rubber Com­ 
pany, with headquarters at Guth­ 
rie, Ok., and El Paso, Texas, for 
the purpose of growing the cay- 
ule 
plant, extracting 
rubber 
therefrom 
and 
manufacturing 
rubber goods. 
The company is 
capitalized with $390,000 capital 
stock, 
and with Major 
H. W. 
Pentecost of Guthrie as the local 
representative. 
Only recently was the cayuIe 
plant found to be useful as a pro­ 
ducer of rubber, and that by ac­ 
cident. 
It occurred in Colorado 
where goats feeding on the weed 
brought to light the fact that the 
heretofore supposed useless plant 
contained 
valuable rubber. 
A 
Colorado congressman has intro­ 
duced a bill asking congress to 
appropriate money for experi­ 
menting with this plant.

I he mollusks close their mouths over 
these with tenacity, and as they are 
hauled in as soon as the lines are filled. 
many bushels are obtained daily. This 
is the easiest part of the process. The 
next operation is to open them, which 
if done with an oyster knife is so 
laborious it lives long in tbe memory 
of the novice.

COALING A SHIP RAPIDLY. 


T ile

A broad. 
An American idea which is attract­ 
ing attention in England relates to the 
work of supplying a ship with coal in 
rn short time. An exhibition of its pos­ 
sibilities was given at Birkenhead, near 
Liverpool, last month. The originator 
of the plan is a Mr. Clark, who is cred­ 
ited by English papers with baring 
tried it first on American vessels dur­ 
ing the Spanish-American War. 
The 
mechanism is a coal (‘levator which it 
is claimed can put coal into a steamer’s 
bunkers at tbe rate of ISO to 170 
tons au hour. 
The elevator is reaiiv 
a huge barge capable of holding loon 
tons of coal, and its hold is made in 
sections, each having false floors which 
-•an be raised to’ an adgle of forty­ 
five degrees to tilt the coal into the 
centre. 
Running ff'oro stein to stern, in tbe 
centre of the bottom of the barge, is 
a continuous belt o' buckets or convey­ 
ors, which pass under the false floors 
of each section anil are filled with 
the coal as they travel along. 
When 
the conveyors roach the forward part 
of the vessel, they are taken in an up­ 
right position to a great altitude, where 
the coal is received into a weigher, 
and at each quarter of a ton the re­ 
ceptacle dips down and empties itself 
into a huge cylinder, through whicli 
the coal is conveyed into the steam­ 
er’s bunkers. The weight of the coal 
is automatically registered. 
The demonstration was witnessed 
by a large number of Liverpool ship­ 
ping men, together with rt-veral gen­ 
tlemen interested in the coal trade, all 
of whom seemed favorably Impressed 
with its capabilities.—Tribune Farmer.

ETERNAL AGITATION THE PRICE OF STATEHOOD. 


The matter of statehood for our territories has been agitated for 


so long and the arguments therefore have been so thoroughly elab- 
orated b.v both voice and pen, that the conscientous one now hesi- 
tates to comment on the subject for fear his expression will be a 
tame truism. Indeed, there is no further field for argument. 
Statehood is no longer a question, it is simply a plain duty. Almost 
as plain and axiomatic as the moral code of the new testament. 


Oqr people have howled themselves hoarse at an adamantine con- 


gress,, but without, as yet, any substantial results. Naturally we 
are considerably cast down. But we must not get still and let the 
noise stop, even if our voices are all but worn out. While there is 
no use for further argument, the agitation, the exhortation to'action 
must not abate one whit. That's exactly what; the enemies to state- 
hood want—the noise to stop—so that the statehood bill may take a 
long sleep.

The purpose of this would, of course, 
be to keep the powerful influence of those great centers atoused and 
militant for the rights of the territories. 


As a matter of course another army of statehood crusaders 


would receive a cool welcome from many national legislators to 
whom the subject has become boresome. But that should not deter. 
Hardened sinners seldom really relish the preachings of the gospel, 
for that matter, yet it continues to be preached and continues to 
win. 


If we can't reason statehood out of congress, nor secure it by 


dignified petition, lot us worm it and worry it out of the powers that 
be!

ENGLISH CIVIL SERVICE. 


Laws Strictly Enforced—No Man Ap- 


pointed or IMsmissed for 


Politics. 


The civil service laws of Great Britain 


are rigidly enforced. Civil servants ob- 
tain 'their positions by merit after ex- 
amination, and retain their places dur- 
ing good behavior if competent, says the 
Philadelphia Ledger. The incoming of 
the new liberal government in England 
will not disturb a single postmaster in 
the United kingdom. The vast army of 
clerks, subordinates and undw officials 
of all kinds will scarcely be aware of 
the fact that there is a change of ad- 
ministration. There are a certain num- 
ber of higher officials whose posts are 
properly considered political, inasmuch 
as they are intrusted with the duty of. 
carrying out a liberal and ' conserva 
tlve policy; but the mass of officeholders 
are secure In their posiklons, and so wall 
fixed la the policy of maintaining a per- 
manent force of trained officials that 
the removal of ordinary ctvil servants 
for political reasons would be left by the 
people generally to be a violent and un- 
justifiable act which would react with 
terrible force upon the ministry. 


It is not to be supposed that, the Eng- 


lish, because of this admirable system, 
have been elevated into a rarefied atmos-" 
phere where partisanship has been ban- 
ished, or that party zeal is not rewarded. 
In addition to the 45 leading officials of 
a political character, with an annual sal- 
ary list of $786,000, who step "down and 
out" with a change of ministry, each 
government during its term of life fills 
a large number of vacancies caused by 
deaths, resignations, disability and re- 
moval for incompetence. Naturally the 
ministry in power gives the places, as a 
rule, to members of its own party. Dur-

Will Make Rubber, From Weed*. 
Gathrie, Ok., April 12.—A. H. 


Manning and J. Bramall of San 
Francisco have secured a charter 
here for the Royal Rubber Com 
pany, with headquarters al; Guth- 
rie. Ok., and El Paso, Texas, 'for 
the purpose of growing the cay- 
ule 
plant, extracting 
rubber 


therefrom 
and 
manufacturing 


rubber goods. The company is 
capitalized with $390,000 capital 
stock, and with Major H. W. 
Pentecost of Gathrie as the local 
representative. 


Only recently was the cayule 


plant found to be useful as a pro- 
duce? of rubber, and that by ac- 
cident. It occurred in Colorado 
where goats feeding on the weed 
brought to light the fact that the 
heretofore supposed useless plant 
contained valuable rubber. A 
Colorado congressman has* intro 
duced a bill asking congress to 
appropriate money for experi 
menting with this plant. 


The California parties expect 


to grow the plant in the vicinity 
of El Paso, where the manufac- 
turing plant will be established. 
The charter also gives them the 
right to control water rights and 
own and operate tramways, rail- 
ways, steamboats, hotels and saw- 
mills.

An American idea which is attract- 


ing attention in England relates to the 
work of supplying a gblp'wlth coal in 
a short,time. An exhibition of its pos- 
sibilities was given at Blrkenliead. near 
Liverpool, last month. The originator 
of the plan is a Mr. Clark/\vho is cred- 
ited by English papers with having 
tried it first on American vessels dur- 
ing the Spanish-American War. The 
mechanism IB R coal elevator which It 
Is claimed can put coal into a steamer's 
bunkers at the rate of ISO to 170 
tons an hour. The elevator is really 
a huge barge capable of holding 1000 
tons of coal, and its hold lit made in 
sections, each having false floors which 
•can be raised1 t» an angle'of forty- 
five degrees to tilt the coal into the 
centre. 


Running torn stem to stern. In the 


centre of the bottom of the barge. IK 
a continuous belt o' buckets or convey- 
ors, which pass under the false floors 
of each section and are filled with 
the coal an they travel along. When 
the conveyors reach the forward part 
of the vessel, they .are taken In an up- 
right position to a great altitude, \vhere 
the coal is received into ,a weigher, 
and at each quarter of a 'ton the re- 
ceptacle dips down aud empties itself 
into a huge cylinder, through which 
the coal 1ft conveyed Into the steam- 
er's bunkers. Ihe weight of the coal 
is automatically registered. 


The demonstration was wltne«sed 


by a large number of Liverpool ship- 
pins: men, togethei with -everal gen- 
tlemen interested in the coal trade, all 
of whom seemed favorably impressed 
with its capabilities.—Tribune Farmer.

The "man-eater" is the jungle night- 


mare of India, and numerous arp .the 
theories to account for its aonomial 
appetite 
Commonly it is said to be 


an old tiger, which has found game too 
difficult to bring down, or» a sickly 
tiger which has resorted to man-killing 
in its weakness as the easier method. 
The consensus of opinion among ex- 
perienced hunters and observers is, 
however, that a man-eater is an ex- 
cattle killer -which in conflict with 
herders, -who are often quite brave in 
the defense of their cattle, has discov- 
ered how much Jess work it is to kill 
a man than cattle, for the cattle killer 
is usually fat and lazy. Nothing has 
been found so far as I have discovered, 
to suggest appetite for human flesh as 
the impelling motive, or that man- 
eaters reject all flesh not human, or 
that the CUDB of a man-eating tigress 
inherit 
the man-killing propensity. 


Rather is it a case of contempt for 
man bred of familiarity, and more 
often, the lust lays hold of the tigress, 
very likely ^because in foraging for 
her cubs (as she does until they begin 
to hunt for themselves at seven 
months) and in their defense, she has 
come more frequently in contact with 
man; or it may be because the female 
is more numerous than the male, or 
because by nature the slyer and more 
vicious. Certainly she is a fiend incar- 
nate, when every second year she gives 
birth to cubs, usually two, which do 
not move about with her until six 
weeks old; and no doubt her disposition 
Is not Improved by the necessity of 
concealing the youngsters from the 
tiger, who else would devour them — 
Casper Whitney, in "The Trail of the 
Tiger."

The matter of statehood for our territories has been agitated for 


so long and the arguments therefore have been so thoroughly elab- 
orated b.v both voice and pen, that the conscientious one now hesi- 
tates to comment on the subject for fear his expression will be a 
tame truism.

That's exactly what the enemies to state- 
hood want—the noise to stop—so that the statehood bill may take a 
long sleep. 


They were quite timely, therefore,.the resolutions last Saturday 


adopted by the press association of the 16th recording district, urg- 
ing that in the event of no statehood legislation this month the 
newspaper men and business men of the two territories organize an- 
other big crusade and make the pilgrimage once more to Washing- 
ton. Another excellent feature of the plan is to include in the itin- 


- erarv Kansas City, Sfc. Louis, Chicago and other commercial cenj 


ters of the great middle West. The purpose of this would, of course, 
be to keep the powerful influence of those great centers atoused and 
militant for the rights of the territories. 


As a matter of. course another array of statehood crusaders 


would receive a cool welcome from many national legislators to 
whom the subject has become boresome. But that should not deter. 
Hardened sinners seldom really relish the preachings of the gospel, 
for that matter, yet it continues to be preached and continue!- to 
win. 


If we can't reason statehood out of congress, nor secure it by 


dignified petition, lot us worm it and worry it out of the powers that 
be!

The civil service laws of Great Britain 


are rigidly enforced. Civil servants ob- 
tain 'their positions':' by merit after ex- 
amination, and retain their places dur- 
ing good behavior if competent, says the 
Philadelphia Ledger. The incoming of 
the new liberal government in England 
will not disturb a single postmaster in 
the United kingdom. The vast army of 
clerks, subordinates and undw officials 
of all kinds will scarcely be aware of 
the fact that there is a change of ad- 
ministration. There are a certain num- 
ber of higher officials whose posts are 
properly considered political, inasmuch 
as they are intrusted with the duty of, 
carrying out a, liberal and ' conserva 
tire policy; but the mass of officeholders 
are secure in their positions, and so wall 
fixed la the policy of maintaining a per- 
manent force of trained officials that 
the removal of ordinary civil servants 
for political reasons would be left by the 
people generally to be a violent and un- 
justifiable act which would react with 
terrible force upon the ministry. 


It is not to be supposed toat. the Eng- 


lish, because of this admirable system, 
nave been elevated into a rarefied atmos-" 
phere where partisanship has been ban- 
ished, or that party zeal is not rewarded. 
In addition to the 46 leading officials of 
a political character, with an annual sal- 
ary list of $786,000, who step "down and 
out" with a change of ministry, 
each 


government during its term of life fills 
a large number of vacancies caused by 
deaths, resignations, disability and re- 
moval for incompetence. Naturally the 
ministry in power gives the places, as a 
rule, to members of its own party. Dur- 
ing the ten years of recent conservative 
rule tbe conservative party has had tlie 
appointment of 35 judges in the United 
Kingdom, with aggregate salaries of 
$1,060,000 a year, in addition to an army 
of recorders, clerks, minor magistrates 
and the like. Many of the appointees 
were"coiServatives, but the liberal gov- 
ernment will not touch a man of them 
for political reasons" 


The colonial service, with its 23 vice- 


roys, governors and commissioners, af- 
fords rich patronage, and a ministry is 
always Veluctant to give up its power 
and resign unless compelled to do so, be- 
cause it wishes to protect the political 
officials in office and their personal ap- 
pointees, who lose office with them; but 
the groat army of civil employes are di- 
vorced from politics and are sate. Inter- 
est in politics in England is nevertheless 
very acute, and the administration of 
Justice and of the several departments 
of the government is quite as efficient as 
our own.

Increasing Demand For tie Mississippi Pearl.

about many of the pearls 
that we see nowadays, we 
would discover that a fair 
share of them, even among 
the expensive ones, came 


from the Mississippi River or its trib- 
utaries. P*earl hunting in these local- 
ities has become an established busi- 
ness, and regular pearl prospectors are 
examining rivers and creeks, with n 
view to locating beds of molluaks that 
may contain valuables. 
Attention to 


tbe rare pearls to be found in these 
streams was at first called aj)out twen- 
ty years ago, when large numbers of 
pearl-producing mollusks were found 
in a small creek in Dane County, Wis- 
consin. The farmers began searching 
the beds of streams with such suc- 
cess that thousands of pink, purple, 
nod blue-tinted treasures were sold-, 
bringing in a profit of many thousands 
of dollars.. The excitement that pre- 
vailed at that time gradually died 
down, but enthusiasm has broken out 
again in localities -bordering on tbe 
Mississippi. 


There is a fascination about the busi- 


ness that smacks strongly of specula- 
tion, for a man tna^ find any time a 
gem that may mean a fortune. 
The 


men who live this outdoor life are 
rugged and healthy, and each carries 
a tin box, which in one season may be- 
come the receptacle for holding thou- 
sands of dollars' worth of large and 
small pearls. The pearl hunters have 
learned to be experts In valuing their 
finds, and few gems sell at small 
(prices. Generally they are sent East

These ves- 
sels are a great advance upon anything 
that has yet been done iu torpedo boat 
destroyeis, as the speed guaranteed, 
under 
penalty, * by the contracting 


firms is to be thirty-three knots wheu 
fno icsseljs are carrying a load of coal 
sufficient to give them a radius of ac- 
iiou of .'JOOO miles at about ten kuots 
speed. 
! 


This condition is much more severe 


than was exacted in the case of the 
thirty-knot torpedo boats; and, more- 
over, the scantlings proposed for these 
high speed craft will be considerable 
heavier. Jt is true that speeds of thir- 
1>-two to thirty-three knots were at- 
tempted by one or two builders in con- 
nection with the 1897-98 program, but 
the highest realized on trial was thir- 
ty-one and one-half knots. Even then 
the boats were not required to meet 
the same stringent conditions as is the 
case with these new thirty-three knot 
craft. The boilers are to be of the ex- 
press type, adaptable for using oil 
•fuel, aud the profiling machinery in 
nil cases will be of the Parsons tut* 
bine type 
The displacement of the 


boats will average over 800 tons, so 
that very considerable power will re- 
quire to be developed to attain the 
speed. 
It is the intention to order 


later an experimental destroyer, which 
it is expected will have a speed of 
thirtj-six knots.—London Daily Gra- 
phic. 


Proof That the Moon 1* Uninhabited. 
The moon being inu'c£ the'nearest'to 


u& of all the heavenly bodies, we can 
pronounce more definitely in Its case 
than iu any other. 
We know that 


neither air nor water exists on tbe 
moon in quantities sufficient to be per- 
ceived by the most delicate tests at our 
command. It is cerfaiu that the moon's 
atmosphere, if any exists, is less than 
ttie thousandth part of tbe density of 
that around us. The vacuum is great- 
er than any ordinary air pump is capa- 
ble of, producing. Wve can hardly sup- 
post-'that so small a quantity of air 
could be of any benefit whatever In 
sustaining life; an animal that could 
got along ou so little could get along 
ou none at all. 


But the proof of the absence of -life 


Is yet stronger when we consider the 
results of actual telescopic observa- 
tion. An object such as an ordinary 
city block could be detected on the 
moon. 
If anything 
like 
vegetation 


were present on its surface, we Should 
see the changes which it would under- 
go in the course of a month, during 
one portion of which it would be ex- 
posed to the rays of the unclouded sun, 
and durlag another to the intense cold 
of ^pace.—Professor Simon Newcojnb-,

Some 
pearls are sold for a thousand dollars, 
and a necklace twenty-eight inches In 
length, made cf small Mississippi 
pearls for the great singer Nordica, 
who desired a souvenir of Minneapolis, 
cost two thousand dollars. 


Pearl hunting is an exact science, 


and the successful hunters are skilled 
in the business. 
Usually the prospec- 


tor has a boat, which be allows to drift 
with the tide. Behind this is fastened 
a long pole, to which is attached hun- 
dreds of lines with bait 011 the ends. 
The mollusks close their mouths over 
these with tenacity, and as they are 
hauled in as soon as the lines are filled, 
many bushels are obtained daily. This 
is the easiest part of tbe process. The 
next operation is to open them, which 
If done with an oyster knife is so 
laborious it lives long in the memory 
of tbe novice. 
On this account most 


prospector's either steam the mollusks 
over a mild fire, or spread them out in 
the sun to slowly dry, when the two 
parts of the shell separate readily. 
The exciting moment comes when the 


dirty clam that may contain a. treasure 
of value is an object of interest in 
itself. 
Content to lie in almost any 


kind of water, living on animalcules, 
very prolific, anQ a pearl producer, he 
travels slowly back and forth from 
midstream to .shore unless he is gob- 
bled up by the muskrat,, who, lovps 
him dearly and eats him, peart and 
all. The pearls are always near tlje 
shells, and can be squeezed out of thtr 
meat, with the fingers. Sometimes 
they are found loose in the shell, and 
at other times they are attached to It. 
If loose, the chances are that they may 
fall out, and good pearl hunters on this 
account search the bed of the stream, 
and even dig up the dirt to see what 
w;K "pan out." 


In the early days of the industry, the 


slugs or small pearls were thrown 
aw,ay, but now they are kept and sold 
by the. ounce or. separately. These* are 
always in tbe meat, and sell from two 
to five dollars. New processes in sot- 
ting jewelry have made them in de- 
mand. Contrary to general belief, the 
expensive pearls are not always round 
or oblong in shape. Many fine speci- 
mens are "baroques," that Is, they as- 
sume grotesque forms, a fact that cuu 
be accounted1 for by their origin, for 
scientists tell us that a pearl is. really 
a malformation caused by some for- 
eign substance finding entrance to ttie 
shell, and Irritating the mollusk to 
such an extent that he exudes a liquid, 
which hardens and eventually becomes 
a precious pearl. 


The prospector* moves from one part 


of the stream to the other ns soon as 
one mollusk bed is devastated. 
Some 


beds seem to contain more pearls than 
•others, but it is the size and thickness 
of the pearl that make it invaluable 
for some articles of jewelry, and lapi- 
daries In our large cities are using 
them freely. If any criticism is to be 
made, it is that they lack the yellow 
tint of the Oriental product. 
Many 


sell for high prices, however, and tbe 
black pearls which are occasionally 
found are exquisite. 


To tbe casual observer, pearl bunting 


seems the easiest way in the world to 
•am a living, but it must be remem- 
bered that not one in fifty of the 
right species contain a pearl, and many 
mollnsks are so light colored that they 
are known to be valueless, and are 
thrown away without being opened. It 


a hit-and-miss sort of business. In- 


to which many start. Those that re- 
main to the end get a good living, and 
every, summer finds so many engaged 
in the work, that pearl* hunting ban 
become one of the established means 
of livelihood in the Mississippi Valley.

On* of the Chief ludnelrlM of Oar Neigh 


liar In the North. 


Fishing ranks among the most in 


terestlug_ and important of Cnnadla 
industries 
It furnishes tmploymeri' 


to a "rent many people, supplies tb 
world with a large share,of that form 
of food, and yields to the soil In it 
by-products splendid fertilizing mate 
rial. No one need be surprised, there 
fore, to find it the object of a grea 
deal of c»rc and solicitude \o Onudian 
statesmen and economist?. 
In thi 


connection Consul-General Hollowuj 
says: 


There lias been considerable dlsap 


polntment In tbe fish business, which 
has been dull. Still, prices have beei 
uigher. Bait has been scarce, owlni 
largely-to the ravages of tbe Co&t 
These, if permitted to increase, wouli 
have destroyed fishing iu tbe marltlmi 
provinces within a few years, but th 
work of extermination is being prose 
cuted with vigor. The Dominion Oov 
eminent baa established a dogfish re 
duction plant at Canso as well as a 
Shtppegan, which are grinding from 
five to ten tons per hour, fishing 
schooners keeping them Ir good sup- 
ply, the Government paying fair price 
for the fish. It *ias not been a seer 
talned wbetner the oil can be marketex 
as yet, but there seems to be u*> ques 
tiou aa to the value of tbe ground car 
casses ns fertilizers. 
The fishermei 


of Kings County recently hpld a meet 
ing and rsked the Department of Ma 
rlne aud Fisheries to >stahllsh a re 
duction plant at that place. The dog 
flsli are easily caught, and the fisher 
men are reported to be earning satis 
factory wage< by furnishing the same 
to the Government. 


The United States is interested iu 


clearing the Atlantic coast of the sea 
pests and has sent two representatives 
Doctor Field and Doctor Delano, of tbe 
Massachusetts fisheries commission, to 
examine-tbe Canadian plants. These 
gentlemen have visited the plant a 
<Odnso, ns well*as the establishment of 
Mr. Baker at Fourchu, which is can 
ning the fish for food. They are sat 
isfled that they can be introduced into 
foreign markets, as the food is reported 
as palatable and good. A correspond 
ent of the Halifax Chronicle, in refer- 
ring to the canning of dogfish, says 
"The much-abused dogfish are coming 
to be as weil spoken of as cod, had 
dock, and other varieties of fish. This 
is not because of its food qualities, but 
because of their money value to fish- 
ermen. '

The consensus of opinion among ex- 
perienced hunters and observers is, 
however, that a man-eater is an ex- 
cattle killer which in conflict with 
herders, who are often quite brave in 
the defense of their cattle, has discov- 
ered how much Jess work it is to kill 
a man than cattle, for the cattle killer 
Is usually fat and lazy. Nothing has 
been found so far as I have discovered, 
to Suggest appetite for human flesh aa 
the impelling motive, or that man- 
eaters reject all flesh not human, or 
that the cubs of a man-eating tigress 
inherit the 
man-killing propensity. 


Rather is it a case of contempt for 
man bred of familiarity, and more 
often, the lust lays hold of the tigress, 
very likely ^because in foraging far 
her cubs (as she does until they begin 
to hunt for themselves at 
seven 


months) and in their defense, she has 
come more frequently in contact with 
man; or it may be because the female 
is more numerous than the male-, or 
because by nature tbe slyer and more 
vicious. Certainly she is a fiend incar- 
nate, when every second year she gives 
birth to cubs, usually two, which do 
not move about with her until six 
weeks old; and no doubt her disposition 
.9 not Improved by the necessity of 
concealing tbe youngsters from tbe 
tiger, who else would devour them.—

An Amerlcau idea which is attract- 


ing attention in England relates to the 
work of supplying a "blp'with coal i» 
a short,time. Au exhibition of its pos- 
sibilities was given at Blrkenhead. near 
Liverpool, last month. The originator 
of tbe plan is a Mr. Clark, who Is cred- 
ited by English papers with having 
tried it first on American vessels dur- 
ing the Spanish-American War. The 
mechanism la a coal elevator which It 
Is claimed can put coal into a steamer's 
bunkers at the rate of ISO to 170 
tons au hour. The elevator is really 
a huge barge capable of holding 1000 
tons of coal, and its hold Is made in 
sections, each having false floors which 
'can be raised1 t<r an angle'of forty- 
five degrees to tilt the coal into the 
centre. 


Running fi*om stem to stern, In the 


centre of the bottom of tbe barge. IK 
a continuous belt o' buckets or convey- 
ors, which pass under tbe false floors 
of each section and are filled with 
the coal an they travel along. When 
the conveyors reach tbe forward part 
of the vessel, they are taken Iu an up- 
right position to a great altitude, \vhere 
the coal Is received into ,a weigher, 
and at each quarter of a ton tbe re- 
ceptacle dips down aud empties itself 
into a huge cylinder, through which 
the coal it conveyed into the steam- 
er's bunkers. The weight of tbe coal 
is automatically registered. 


The demonstration was wltne«sed 


by a large number of Liverpool ship- 
pins: men, together with reveral gen- 
tlemen interested in the coal trade, all 
of whom seemed favorably Impressed 
with its capabilities.—Tribune Farmer.
